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NOTICE OF ALLOWABLITY 

Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1. It is the opinion of the examiner that the art of record (considered as a whole) neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious "a microcavity forming device for making microcavities in a 
tungsten wire comprising a source of particles, wherein the particles have a size ranging between 
0.35 and 0.75 microns" in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations set forth in the 
independent claim. 

Further searching by the examiner yielded additional prior art as follows: 

2. Lubas (U.S. Patent # 5,277,048) discloses a surface texturing apparatus (124) for a steel 
alloy wire comprising of a particle reservoir (126), and a plurality of jet nozzles (128) housed 
within a housing (125) whereby the wire (1 16) is received along the central length dimension of 
the housing (125) and the jet nozzles spray an abrasive media such as glass beads (See col. 2, line 
33) onto the wire (116). A Non-Patent literature entitled "Where will the next Generation of 
Lamps Come From?" by John Waymouth discusses the effects of having a tungsten surface 
perforated by square waveguides 0.35 microns across with 0.15 microns thick and 7 microns 
deep. Waymouth states that cavities of the above mentioned dimensions drastically reduces the 
amount of infra-red radiation relative to visible radiation, but further states that such a structure 
could only be produced through the use of semiconductor lithographic techniques. 

3. Therefore, there is no suggestion to combine the apparatus of Lubas with "a particle 
having a size ranging between 0.35 and 0.75 microns" even though Waymouth teaches that such 
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a cavity of that size would produce more visible light since semiconductor lithographic 
techniques does not employ the use of particles but rather a laser to create such cavities. It is 
concluded upon the above mentioned prior art that claims 1-13 of the present invention are 
allowable subject matter.
